The 
frescoeing  in  elaborate  and  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  wall*  manifests  a  striking 
combination  of  lint*.  Dull  green*  and 
terracotta  are  happily  combined  in  the 
upholstering,  tlte  carpet*,  and  cushion* 
being  in  tlie  latter  -.hade  while  the 
lianging*  are  of  the-  former. 

A  handsome  reading  desk,  tlie  gift  of 
the  King  *  iAtughterx.  replaces  the  old 
pulpit,  new  pipe*  have  been  added  to 
the  organ  and  new  hymn  liook*  have 
been  provided  for  use. 

The  morning  service  on  Sunday  w:a» 
one  of  re-dedication,  consisting  of  sing¬ 
ing  and  responsive  reading,  singing  of  a 
consecration  hymn  and  an  appropriate 
sermon  by  the  juts  tor.

At  lialf 
past  three  the  scholars  of  tlie  various 
ile|«urini*-nts,  according  to  old-time  cus¬ 
tom.  marched  up  the  green  and  into  the 
church.  Tlie  usher*  w  hose  duty  it  w  as 
to  sent  the  multitude  were  most  active¬ 
ly  engaged  Ms  the  resjionse  to  the  invita¬ 
tion  had  »«e*ui  *0  hearty  a*  to  create  a 
doubt  a*  to  the  possibility  of  accommo¬ 
dating  *o  many  young  people.  Finally 
when  the  call  for  quiet  was  given  by 
the  siqierintiendeBt  of  the  First  church 
school,  11  G.  IXsbrow,  there  had  IweVi 
places  found  for  nearly  two  thousand 
Sunday  School  scholar*.  Such  hearty 
mingling  of  Presbyterian,  Methodist. 
Baptist,  Congregational  mid  Episcopal 
vo'cee  in  the  grand  J^ld  hymn*  wa* 
woi  tli  going  far  to  hear.  The  pity  w  as 
that  there  could  be  found  no  extra  room 
for  the  good  church  goer*  of  Bloomfield 
to  meet  also  and  hear  their  children 
sing.  Five  minute  addressee  were  made 
by  the  various  superintendent*  and 
many  of  the  school*  contributed  sub¬ 
stantially  to  the  musical  part  of  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Notwithstanding  the  severe 
limitations  which  bounded  the  addresses 
there  was  time  111  each  for  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  congratulation  and  good  will 
and  earnest  soul-inspiring  sentiments. 

The  program  was  necessarily  lengthy, 
but  the  children  were  attentive  and  in 
some  cases  evidenced  their  approbation 
by  applause. 

The  appearance  of  Rev.  B.  Fay  Mills 
iu  the  evening  was  sufficient  to  draw  a 
crowd,  as  hia  popularity  in  Blooqibeld 
lias  been  marked  since  hia  revival  ser¬ 
vice*  held  in  this  town  some  years  ago. 

Every  available  seat  was  taken  before 
the  hour  of  the  evening  service,  and 
extra  chairs  were  placed  in  tlie  aisles  to 
accoinumtlate  the  late  coiners.  Singing 
and  prayer  by  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Ay  Is  worth 
opened  the  service. 

After  his  introduction  by  the  pastor 
Mr.  If  ills  spoke  of  the  pleasant  feelings 
which  existed  between  himself  and  the 
Bloomfield  people,  but  added  that  the 
occasion  was  not  at  all  pleasant,  which 
surprising  remark  of  course  referred  to 
tlie  announced  subject  of  his  address. 
Matthew  25:  31-445.  was  the  scripture 
reading  preceeding  the  address,  which 
was  a  decidedly  stirring  appeal  for  Ar 
mania,  from  one  whose  knowledge  of 
the  subject  was  accurate  and  broad. 
Mr  Mills  was  well  equipped  with  data 
comprising  facts  and  figures  calculated 
to  interest  the  most  indifferent  listener 
and  stir  the  sympathetic  to  larger  offer¬ 
ings.  What  the  speaker  indicated  as 
mild  descriptions  of  the  atrocities  per¬ 
petrated  by  the  Turks  seemed  shocking¬ 
ly  barbaric.  He  mentioned  the  number 
which  would  undoubtedly  meet  death 
through  freezing  during  the  com  mg 
season  if  assistance  were  not  given  from 
outside.  His  portrayal  of  the  seeming 
indifference  of  all  nations  in  the  face  of 
such  acute  sufferings,  and  the  flimsy 
excuses  made  by  individuals,  when  the 
brief  lapse  of  twenty-four  hours  would 
find  their  gifts  applied  for  the  relief  of 
suffering,  was  effective.

Edwin  A.  Raynor  of  the  Essex  County 
Board  or  Registry,  went  before  the  Glen 
KiUge  Borough  Election  Board  Tuesday 
night  and  m  >de  an  elimination  of  the 
registry.  He  dwcuvered  lh<U  tba  names  of 
several  Democrats  were  not  on  the  list.  Mr 
Raynor  remarked  that  the  iueu  omitted  were 
those  who  had  declared  for  Bryan  and 
Bewail,  among  them  Lawyer  Edward  8. 
Wilde,  who  is  now  on  the  ktuuip  to  Western 
New  York  State  Mr.  Rayner  demanded  an 
explanation  from  tha  Beard,  and  wns  told 
that  Mr.  Wilde’s  residence  had  bean  riaitad 
and  that  no  one  was  at  home.  Be  had  Mr. 
Wilde's  name  added  to  the  list. 


TOWNSHIP  COMMITTEE. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Township 
Committee  was  held  on  Monday 
uight  for  the  purpose  of  granting  s 
hearing  to  the  members  of  the  Mont¬ 
clair  and  Bloomfield  Telegraph  Com¬ 
pany.  Several  members  witnessed 
the  bicycle  parade  in  Orange  and  did 
not  arrive  until  8  30. 

Chairman  Stout  stated  that  the 
object  of  the  meeting  waa  to  hear  the 
gentlemen  who  have  formed  a  Tele¬ 
graph  Company.  They  request  the 
privilege  to  maintain  two  wires  ou  the 
principal  street*  of  the  town.  This 
lis  said  was  a  large  claim  for  a  fran¬ 
chise. 

R.  W.  Gardner,  President  of  the 
Company,  wa*  the  first  speaker,  and 
••aid  that  it  wsa  organized  as  a  pri¬ 
vate  company  and  was  a  source  of 
education  for  young  men  and  also 
enabled  people  to  communicate  with 
the  hoaineas  men  and  physicians. 
The  intention  of  the  Company  was  to 
have  communication  with  private 
families  At  present  they  have  about 
forty  connections  The  wires  are 
well  strung  and  no  line  in  town  is 
s*fer  than  this  one.  The  wires  cross 
ing  street*  are  insulated.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  had  notified  the  Company  to 
incorporate  or  their  wires  wenld  be 
cut.  They  did  as  requested  aud  now 
ask  for  a  franchise.  All  the  members 
of  tlie  Company  are  citizens  and  tav- 
payers  There  is  no  immediate  in 
tenliou  to  extend  wire*.  The  New 
York  and  New  Jersey  Telephone 
Company  Lave  aixty  wires  in  the 
town.  Mr.  Gardner  said  he  desired 
tlie  same  privileges  granted  to  the 
other  company. 

Edwin  A.  Rayner,  a  member  and 
Couusel  of  the  Company,  said  that 
the  Company  was  incorporated  July- 
30,  1896.  A  great  number  of  the 
wire*  bad  been  attached  to  trees. 
They  want  the  same  right  aud  fran¬ 
chise  »s  granted  to  any  other  com¬ 
pany.  They  do  not  want  to  sell  this 
franchise.  The  Committee  bad  prom 
ised  a  reasonable  franchise  if  the 
Company  would  incorporate. 

Lawyer  Colie,  the  Associate  Coun¬ 
sel  of  Bloomfield  Township,  was 
preabut  aud  asked  if  the  rates  had 
beet)  fixed. 

It  was  stated  that  the  CoinfftUiy 
bad  not  done  so. 

Mr.  Colie  then  said:  “While  you 
call  yourself  a  Telegraph  Company 
you  are  similar  to  a  telephone  com 
pany  and  not  like  a  telegraph  com 
patiy  which  extends  all  over  the 
country.” 

William  H.  Linder  stated  that  the 
line  was  designed  by  him.  Some  of 
the  street*  have  only  oue  line  and  the 
company  give  service  to  all  as  far  a* 
it  extended. 

Mr.  Gardner  again  arose  and  said 
that-  if  the  Company  should  extend 
the  wires  Ibey  will  charge  the  regular 
tariff  rates  of  the  Western  Union 
Company.  The  wires  at  present  ex¬ 
tend  principally  through  private 
property.  No  rates  have  been  fixed 
upon. 

The  case  was  finally  referred  to  the 
Legal  Committee  for  a  report  next 
Mouday  night 

Director  Thomas  McGowan  ap¬ 
peared  before  the  Committee  in  re¬ 
gard  to  County  and  Township  assess¬ 
ments  on  the  Higgins  property  on  the 
weet  side  of  Bloomfield  Avenue  near 
Orange  Street  Referred  to  the  Legal 
aud  Finance  Committee  for  a  report 
next  Monday  night. 

Mr.  Fisher  requested  permission  to 
loan  the  new  roller  to  Chas.  E.  Me 
Dowell,  who  will  furnish  security  for 
the  return  of  the  town  property.  The 
request  was  complied  with. 

Mrs  J.  H.  Lockwood  returned  her 
tax  bill  for  correction.  Eight  acres 
of  her  farm  on  Upper  Broad  Street  is 
in  the  Borough  of  Glen  Ridge,  but 
Assessor  Thomas  Rawson  charged 
the  same  to  Bloomfield  at  $150  per 
acre.  The  Committee  will  request 
1  be  Assessor  to  make  a  proper  appor¬ 
tionment  of  this  assessment.
